ROW OFFICE EXTORTIONS.

Ilegnl Fees—Action of the Bar—Report of the
CUemmittes of the Lnw Associntion.
The committes appointed by the Law Assoclation
upon the subject of the lilegal feea charged by pub-
lic officera in the county of Phiwmdelphla, and to
consider the most effectual means of reduot the
charges to those stated in the fee bills, beg leave
o report—
Thut they have had several meetings, at wiich
the maticr sabmitted to them has bech dlscussed,
but that owing to the varlons engagements of the
members of the commitiee, they bave not becn
able to complete the doties of thelr nppointment,
and respectfully ask that they may be contioue
until the next mecting of the association, when thoy
will be able to present In full their plans for the
suppression of the extortlons practised by the
ofleers of the law upon litigants,

Your commitiee beg leave, however, now, to sub-
mit some of the measures which they have agreed
to recommend, and which, if tdog:xl and oarried
out, as the committee trust and belleve they may
be, will be, they think, efllcaclous In & iy rednc-
ing the fees from irregular and extortionate charges
to the fixed legal fees established by the aots of
Assembly on the subjeot, and which your committes
believe are more than compensatory and remunera-
tive to the oMoeers,

Your commitiee find upon examination that, ex-
cept 1o one or two of the offiees, there 1s an lncreass
in the lllegal fees and extortion after each election
a8 each new Incombent assumes his oMoe; and
that however outrageous may hsve beon the {llegal
galns of his predecessor, the new ofloer {5 not con-
tent untll he has either increased upon the existing
charges, or made and created pew Ones even more
{lley and extortionate; indeed, the fee bills are
utlerly ignored, and if the various acts of Assembly

been re ed they woald not more effeatuslly
have héen banlshed from mind and memory. This
is particularly the case 1n the oMoes of the Sneriy
and Hegister of Wills, ana it is therefore to these
two officers that your eommittee will direct thelr
attention firar.

In the case of Jaokson va, Pardoe, § Penn'a R..
023, the Supreme Court ruled that “*the Logisiatare
have shown great anxiety to restrain oMoers from
charging cr taking ll!eu{ fees ™ and the oMoer
is prohibited from ““faking greater or other fovs than
those expreased or limited ; from o ng, demandd-
ing, and taking any fee when the busioess for which
the charge Is ninde has not been actually performed ;
and from charging or demanding & fee for services
unless the servioes are expressly provided for by the
act." 7he court add, “The object of the act was to
slleld debtors from oppression, and ticnlarly to
guard against compensatory fees. The peaslty is

ven to the party Injured ; and whether the charge
s made lgnorantly, or otgn--mlwl ¥. and fraudu-
lently, {5 lmmaterial.” In that case the (I (e
was pald upon an execation, but the court hald 1hat
the offloer who lssued the exccution, with his costs
endorsed, was llable,

Your commitiee beg leave then to present the fol-
lmﬂn& measures for yoor immediate action :—

1. Thaia solicitor be chosen by Lhe association
at ones for the puruu of rmuunﬁ actions to re
cover and enforce the penaliies presoribed for taking
and chargin llh?.l feel, in all cases which may be
brought Lo his notice.

Your committee would also recommend that a
comuiitiee of atleast five should be appointed to co-
operate with the solicitor of tho assoolation (n his
prosecutions, by advising and counselllng with him
upon such points as he may desire; and that thiz
committee ghall be appointed somi annually.

In conclusion, the committee beg leave to say that
since their appointment they have been called upon
hz many oitlzens who take an active toterest in the
objects for which this committes has bhoen ap-
pointed, and who are warmest in thelr desires for
this reformation,

In the oflices of the Reglater of Wills and of the
Recorder of Deeds mauy of the fllegal fees are
taken directly from the citizens themselves, and not
from the hands of attorneys, letters of administra-
tlon being frequently taken by parties themselves
who are charged eleven and Lwelve dollars (or ser-
vices which are ixed at iwo dollars and twenty-five
cents, and we recommend that the attention of the
solicitor be mt once dircoted to this ofice, and that
prompt and effective measures be taken to reduce
the charges to the legal standard,
